Special table arrangement to satisfy Arabs

GENEVA. — The Middle East peace 
conference has become a fact. It opens 
at 10.30 am. this morning at the his- 
toric Council chamber at the Palais des 
Nations here. The Israel, Egyptian and 
Jordanian delegations, as well as the 
American and Soviet co-chairmen and 
conference “convener” UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim, will be seated 
around tables arranged in a hexagonal 
pattern, with one empty table set aside 


for Syria. 

There will be a 40 cm. gap between each of the 
Six tables, at the request of the Arab delegations, to 
make sure it is not a full round-table conference. 


ference wil adiourn unt talks on zoitary aeengage- 
ment between Israel and Egypt resume early in 
January, after the Knesset elections. By noon today, 
the long-awaited peace conference will have finally 
got off the ground — to what sort of start will depend 
to some extent on the tone and content of the six 
opening speeches. : 
The first, probably non-committal, statement by 
Dr. Waldheim, will be followed by speeches by Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko and U.S. Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger —

This is only the beginning of a long road. Even 
Waldheim expected yesterday the peace conference 
would Jast throughout most of 1974, if not longer. 
It will be an achievement if it does not get bogged 
down before that. But despite a general feeling here 
that the whole affair got off on the wrong foot, the 
fact that the peace conference is actually taking 
Place has given rise to hope that something may 
still come of it. —

It 
will probably continue until the last minute today. 

Gromyko met twice yesterday with Fahmy and for 
one hour with Waldhelm. Then Waldheim came to see 
Eban in the evening just before going to a working 
dinner with Fahmy. A Jordanian delegate said Rifai 
also held several meetings (see below}. 

But the most important meeting of all was the 
working dinner yesterday evening attended by Kissin-~ 
ger and Gromyko, when was expected to 
report on his recent Middle. East tour, during which 
he may have saved the conference from total failure, 
before it even started. 

Kissinger is to meet with Eban for breakfast this 
morning, only two hours before the opening, but 
contacts between the Israel and U.S. delegations were 
being held thronghout the evening. 

Israel tion sources said yesterday that the 
“other side” understood Israel’s election problems and 
had agreed in principle to hold the military disengage- 
ment talks only in early January. These may, how- 
ever, be preceded by continuous informal or even for- 
mal contacts between Israel and Higypt, so that the 
conference may be regarded as being in session even 
during the Christmas and New Year recess.

Although it is almost certain that the opening ses- 
sion will be held in the Council chamber, as scheduled, 
a sechided villa in Ariana Park near the Palais is 
being kept ready as standby, should security precau- 
tions require a change of venue at the last moment.

4 Israelis 
hit on Canal 


Jerusalem Post Milltary Correspondent 
TEL AVIV. — Four Israeli soldiers 
were wounded on the Egyptian 
front yesterday during 8 day 
marked by frequent firing in the 
Canal's central and southern sec- 
tors, the army spokesman announced 
here. 

The first two were hit in the 
early afternoon southwest of Fayid 
on the western side of the Canal. 
The Egyptians began firing there 
and in the Ismailiya area with 
small arms at 7 am. The repeated 
exchanges included a one-hour ar- 
tillery and tank duel northwest of 
Faid at 2.30 pm. 

The second two casualties came 
when the Egyptians fired mortars 
and small arms at Israeli forces in 
Sinat east of El-Balab island, also 
at 2.30 pm. Fire was returned. 

The Egyptians also fired during 
the morning at Israeli troops guard- 
ing the Guez-Cairo highway, and at 
125 pm. aimed a balf-hour ar- 
tillery barrage at Israeli troops in 
the Adabiya Port — Jebel Ataka 
sector, Fire was returned; there 
were no casualties. 

Reuter reports from Cairo that 
the U.N. Emergency Forces yester- 
day lodged protest with both Egypt 
and Israel over 2n incident Wed- 
nesday when Finnish troops were 


pinned down ‘by fire from both -

He said ithe Aliznment sought 
to drive a wedge through the heart 
of the nation, dividing it imto those 
who seck peace — and support the 
Alignment — and those who want 
war — and vote for Likud, This 
was a blood: libel reminiscent of 
the worst manifestations of histo- 
rical anti-Semitism, the opposition

in Israel] who did not pray and 
yearn for peace. 

‘The loudest heckler was Health 
Minister Victor Shemtov /(Align- © 
ment-Mapam). “You bring us to 
war'... You are interested in war!" 
he shouted at Begin and at the 
Likud benches. 


ACCUSED OF DEMAGOGUERY 

Yisrael Kargman {(Alignment-La- 
bour) called Mr. Begin’s accusati 

“drivelling demagoguery,” and Yi 
hak Ben-Aharon (.Alignment-Labour) 
demanded that he withdraw the 
Phrase “blood libel.” Speaker

pounded ineffectually with his gavel, 
also called on Mr. Begin to retract

Haim Landau of Likud shouted 
that in 25 years of Labour's csten- 
sible quest for peace the country 
had suffered five wars. Mr. Begin 
himself recalled that Mapam leader 
Meir Ya’ari had stated publicly 
that the “Allon Plan” 
bring peace. What then would it 
bring? he asked rhetorically. “War 
and war and war.” 

Former Justice Minister Ya'acor 
Shimshon Shapiro had written that 
the Golda-Galili-Dayan trio would 
pot bring peace. What then would 
they bring? “War and war and war. 
You are the ‘peace party’? How 
many wars have we had under 
you?”... 

Mr. Begin said that whereas the 
Prime Minister had spoken in her 
address first of the Geneva con- 
ference and only then of the Geneva 
Convention, he would invert the or- 
der — and he called on the Gov- 
ernment to do likewise. Israel’s de- 
legate at Geneva, should demand, 
when the conference opened, that the 
very first item on the agenda must 
be the fate of Israel's prisoners an 
Syria. - 

The Government should urge the 
Internstional Red Cross to convene 
@ special meeting of its membership 
on this issue — or at least to send 
an emergency letter to ail its mem- 
bership alerting them to Syria's 
refusal to obey the Genev2 Conven- 
tion. . 

Mr. Begin attacked the Govera- 
ment for not having linked the 
fate of the PoWs in Syria to that 
of those in Bgypt — especially when 
Bgypt’s Third Army was at Israel's 
mercy, needing food and water, 

He criticized the Government for 
agreeing to participate at the peace 
conference on the Sabbath. It was 
not merely a matter of religion put 
of national pride. There were at 
Jeast 50 members of the Knesset 
who, were they given a free vote 
on the subject, would support nis 
position on this, Tt was still not too 
late to instruct the delegation at 
Geneva not to take part in the 
conference until the Sabbath ended. 


BEGIN SCORES GOWT 


As to the conditions under which 
Israel was going to Geneva, Mr. 
Begin charged that the Government 
had yielded on all its declared de- 
mands. It had yielded on the ques- 
tion of auspices, having at first de- 
manded that the UN role be kept 
to a minimum and now agreeing to 
UN auspices and Dr. Waldheim's 
chairmanship of the opening ses- 
sion. 

And it had given way on the 
question of the participation of 
other parties. The reference to 
“other parti from the Middle 


cipants 
East area” in the jetter of invita-. 


tion obviously referred to the Pal- 
estinian terrorists. “Couldn't you 
say ‘No’ and stick to it?” he asked. 

During the discussions with Dr. 
Kissinger, Israel had even agreed 
to a draft speaking of “other org- 
anizations and groups from the Mid- 
die East.” Mr. Begin asserted. 

Here Deputy Premier Yigal Al- 
jon interjected a remark Saying 
that what was important was the 
final text, not earlier drafts. 

(On this point, Mr. Zadok and 
other Alignment speakers reiterated 
the Government’s position — which 
had been stated by the Premier — 
that τς would not negotiate with 
the Palestinian terror organizetions 
at any stage of the conference.} 

On the substantive issues, Mr. 
‘Begin stressed his view that it 
would be suicidal to “re-divide west- 
ém Eretz Israel,” putting every 
town and village in Israel within 
range of hostile Arab artillery and 
rockets. 


YESHAYAHU UNNERVED 


Mr. Begin sought to end with 2 
quotation from the Book of Mac- 
cabees, but was interrupted by 
Speaker -Yeshayahu who urged him 
to finish. This unprecedented beha- 
viour by the Speaker to the leader 
of the Opposition caused renewed 
uproar on the Likud benches — 
and raised eyebrows on the Align- 
ment side too. Mr. Begin said he 
would ignore the Speakers  inter- 
ruption and read the three-verse 
quotation as he had planned 

Mr. Zadok, who is chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee, said Israel was going to 
Geneva without Musions, but in the 
hope that the conference might 
mark an historic t point.

‘the resources which can be allowed 
‘to be absorbed by private consump- 
tion. The forecast estimates that 
about one third of the projected 
modest economic increment will have 
to be siphoned off in order to secure 
a balanced growth. 


On ithe other hand, ff the fore- 
cast comes true, the reduced eco- 
nomic activity is bound to bring 
in its wake a slower advance of 
imports, so that their growth may 
be offset, 1 not overtaken, by that 
of exports. The forecast indeed ex- 
pects our forelgn trade gap — in- 
cluding invisibles and defence pro- 
curements abroad (2part from those 
financed by the new American aid 
programme) to decline next year, 
while the inflow of foreign capital 
is expected to soar to a new record. 


In 1972, our foreign trade deficit 
amounted to $1,100m. (including close 
to $500m. for military procurement). 
In the current year, the deficit in- 
creased to over $1,700m. (including 
$520m. for military hardware), main- 
Ty due to massive restocking on the 
eve of the war (intended for soaring 
civilian demand under the pre-war 
prosperity) amd to the soaring 
world prices of both commodities 
and manufactured goods. In 1974, 
mon-defence imports (including invi- 
sibles) is te rise 13 per cent, 
while the growth in exports total is 
put at 26 per cent (including much 
bigger earnings from shipping in- 
surance, and investments abroad.) 
Since defence procurements paid by
